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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that the claims require a 
movable conveyor to extend under "one of the lanes". Applicant contends that such language is limiting and a conveyor running under 
multiple lanes cannot meet this limitation. Claims are given their broadest reasonable interpretation and Examiner contends that Applican 
has not limited the claims to recite, "only one lane" and therefore a conveyor running under multiple lanes would read on the claimed 
invention. 



Applicant argues on page 4 of the remarks that Walter does not teach that "the conveyor is beneath the movable conveyor". It is 
unclear if the Applicant had intended to refer to support strips under the conveyor. There is no limitation in the claims that requires a 
support strip to be directly under a conveyor.
